5. The declaration under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 filed on March 1 3, 2009 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of claims 68-69 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph. Since the 
limitation "cognitive deficiencies" has been incorporated into claims 68-69, the rejection 
of claims 68-69 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph has been overcome by the 
amendment filed on March 13, 2009. 

6. Since the variable m, n, p or q of formula (I) independently represents 1 , 
therefore the rejection of claims 37-40, 42, 44-56 and 58-69 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
over Svendsen et al. '691 has been overcome in the amendment filed on March 13, 
2009. Since claims 41 , 43 and 57 have been canceled, the rejection of claims 41 , 43 
and 57 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) has been obviated herein. 

7. Claims 37-40, 42, 44-56 and 58-69 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious 
over the art of record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of 
above reference to obtain the instant compounds has not been found.
